HE bodies of eighteen young 
.. men, several of them. mere 
youths, from the Annagry dis- 
lay in

duff last night because they were 
foolliardy and apparently ignorant 
of the danger of interfering with a 
mine. Four others are lying 
Os- 
pital, none of them in a sufficiently 
strong condition to tell beyond a 
few words the story of a tragedy 
of young, adventurous spirits, 

The light was epee at Annagry 
on Monday night when the tre- 
méndous explosion which shattered 
their bodies was heard over miles 
of the West country, and people 
flocked to the seashore to investigate 
the report. They found the beach 
near Ballymanus a scene of horrible 
a Smashed bodies of boys, 
several of them ‘unrecognisable, were 
lying lifeless on. the sands; some of 


them were blown to pieces, their 
limbs being found hundreds of yards 
away -from a great crater where the 
machine detonated, and at, least five 
of them. were. grosniny “in. their 
agony, but still alive. Two of the 
men, who apparently were nearest 
the mine when the explosion 
occurred, were still described last 
night as ‘‘ Missing,’ while, in fact, 
those portions of their bodies which 
could be recovered were lying in 
coffins.

“On March 11, 1943, Field- 
Marshal Rommel reported at the 
Fuehrer’s H.Q., and received from 
Hitler, in recognition of his 
unique merit for services in the two 
years’ campaign in North Africa, 
the Oak Leaves’ with swords and 
diamonds to the Knight’s Cross of 
the Iron Cross. :

They will still pay their 
licence money, however; and 
Radio Eireann will continue to 
“cash in ” upon the fact that as 
long as the British radio supplies 
the sort of programmes the people 
want to hear, the State and the 
Irish radio will see no decline in 
licence revenue. It is a curious 
independence that is content to 
rely for the majntenance of -its 
own service upon the appeal of 
another, Perhaps this is one of 
the advantages of external associa- 
tion.

A 
newly-developed plastic compound is 
being used to make trumpets in 
order to save brass.

The “New Annual Register’’ for 
1801 gives some entertaining side- 
lighte on the year of the Union. 

e King proclaimed the creation 
of the “ Union Jack’’; Acts were 
passed to “ revive and continue the 
sedition act,” and ‘‘*to continue 
the Irish rebellion act ’’; Bonaparte 
was still spoken of for his “ genius 
and talents ’’—not yet, as later, dis- 
tinguished by the term ‘‘ monster.”’ 

The curiosity of the “ Register”’ 
ranges from the life of the late Duke 
Gordon to the manners of the in- 
habitants of Tchinkitanay Bay, and 
from “as Method of teaching the 
Deaf and Dumb” to Herschel’s 
“Observations on the Nature of the 
Sun.” In the section on Domestic 
Literature the Rev. James Gordon’s 
history of the 1798 rebellion is 
recommended ‘‘for its temperance 
and impartiality, and the many 
proofs it gives of the propriety of 
the union between the two king- 
doms.’’ 

Finally, the Poet Laureate, one 
Henry James Pye, concludes his ode 
for the New Year with the stirring 
lines:
